Applicant's arguments at page 7 of the response refer to the "enzyme" alone, and dismiss the teachings of the reference due to the liquid 
component of the enzyme preparation used by Herrman et al. However, applicant's claims recite the use of either (a) an enzyme, or (b) 
"an enzyme and granulating agent". Reference to pages 13-15 of applicant's own specification states that liquid granulating agents are 
useable within the claimed invention. The amount of enzyme and granulating agent (i.e. liquid) utilized by the reference examples would 
provide an amount within the instant claims. Thus the teachings of the reference continue to anticipate the claimed invention. 
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
